diſeaſe , without bꝛinging a Certificate from the Miniſter, and Churchwardens of che Pariſh 14 
wherein they inhabite, oꝛ ſome other neighbours of mmoꝛe eminent quality. expꝛeſling the time they | | 
haue been troubled with thatinfirmity, and that they haue not at any time befoze been healed by 
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his Maieſtie, oꝛ the late King: And to auoid the great diſoꝛder of pooꝛe people, who arc vſed to 
tome flocking into the high wapes, and ſtreetes, where his Maieſtie is to trauell, vnder colour ot 
relicfe from the Almoner , His Maieſtie hath taken oꝛder, that in allthe Townes and Pariſhes, 
thꝛough which Hee (hall paſſe, his Mateſties ſayd Almoner (ſhall deltucr his Maieſties Nlmes to 
the Ouerleers ofthe Pooze, to be diſtributed amongſt them, oz their better @ moze equall reliefe, 
then they Mould receine by comming abꝛoad in that diſhonourable c vndecent maner; which ther- 
foꝛe his Maieſty ſtraitly chargeth and tommandeth them to fozbeare, and all Matozs, Sheriffes, 
Juſtices ofPeace,Conſtables,and other Officers, to take due care of accoꝛdingly. And fo2 other 
wandering pooze, Uagabonds, Rogues, and ſuch like baſe and varulypeople , which peſter the 
high way, and make it their Trade oꝛ pꝛofeſſion to liue by begging , pilfering, 02other vnlawfull 
(hifting, His Maieſtie doth hereby ſtrattly charge and command, aſ well the Knight Martſhail 
of His houſhold and his deputies, as all Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peate, Conſtables , and 
other his Mateſties Officers and toning Subiects, to caule ſuch as bee Impotent, to bee foozth- 
with returned into their owne Countreps, and ſuch as be able tolabeur,to bee ſent to the houſes 
of Coꝛrection, oꝛ other wiſle oꝛdered actoꝛding tothe Lawes: To Which end allo, his Maieſtie 
luke wiſe thargeth and commandeth the ſapd Sheriffes, Juſtices, and other Okficers, to cauſe 
diligent Watch by night and Ward by day to be kept by honeſt and ſubliantiall houſholders, in 
euery Citie, Towne , Uillage, and Pariſh, through which his Maicſty ſhall paſſe, and wühin 
twelue miles tompaſſe of his Maieſties paſſage oz Court, aſwell to be ready vpon all occaſions to 
ſuppꝛeſſe diſoꝛders and bꝛeaches of the Peace, as to make ſpeciall ſearch foꝛ all ſuch perſons, as 
ſhall pꝛetend themlelues to bee his Maieſties Seruants , oꝛ followers of the Court, and traue 
Lodging without hauing Willets foz the ſame , and to appꝛchend ali ſuch as they ſhall finde fo 
lodged oꝛ entertained, # not billeted, and to bꝛing them bekoꝛe the Knight Marſhal,. oz his deputy, 
and in all other things to be aſſiſting to hun and them concerning the pꝛemelles, foꝛ all occaſions 
of his Maieſties lernice, 

And becauſe his Maieſtie findeth much diloꝛder in ſome of his owne ſernants , tn bnneceſſary 
peſtering of the Court, when therets no cauſe foꝛ their atiendance 02 unplopment, His Maicſty 
ſtraitly fozbiddeth, That any of his ſeruants do either in this Jourttey of 115 Mateſties intended 
to Douer, oꝛ elſewhere in his Summers Pꝛogreſſe, oꝛ vntil his Maile ſtie (hal tome to keepe a ſtan- 
ding houle in Winter , reſoꝛt to the Court, except ſuch onely ok his Maieſties leruants, as are, oz 
ſhall be ſet downe in the Liſte, oꝛ ſhall be allowed foꝛ ſeruice within dooꝛes, and aboue ſtaires, 
by the Loꝛd Cham berlaine of his Mateſtics honourable houſhold, oꝛ below ſtaires, bythe Trea- 
ſurer and Comptroller ofthe houſhold, oz foꝛ ſeruice without doozes by the Knight Marſhall, 
vpon paine of his Maieſties diſpleaſure, and incurring the Cenſure of a high contempt. 

And to the end his Maieſties Royall pleaſure Herein befoze declared, may bee in all points ob- 
ſerued, his Mateſtte ſtraitly chargeth and tommandeth His Knight Marchall, and all Maioꝛs, 
Sheriffes, Juſtites of Peace, Conſtables , Headbozoughs, Bapliffes, and other his Maieſties 
Officers whatſoeuer, to ſee all things concerning the pꝛenuſſes, careſully perfozmed, and put in 
due execution, atcoꝛding to the dueties ol their ſeuerall places, as they and euerp of them will an- 
ſwere foꝛ anptheir neglects herein, at their vttermoſt perils,
